Salt T-ake, Utah. July 20.-A man Jusl 
ailived at Ogden from the neighborhood 
of Jackson's Hole reports a fight between 
Indians and settlers at a point 50 miles 
from Jackson's Hole Friday. In which 
thre* white men and'10 or 15 Indians 
were killed, and one white man very bad- 
ly wounded. Capt. Smith, an old mining 
prospector, wf>s shot four days ago in the 
Teton mountains. The ball entered his 
right aiui and came out through the left 
breast. .His assailant was killed. Smith 
is now . at Rexburc. and may recover 
B<unal fires are burning nonUieast of 
Jackson's Hole, and numerous forest fires 
are raging. The messengers say no re- 
liable information has been received from 
them proper for four days. The settlers 
arc. however, well entrenched and com- 
paratively safe, but prospectors and min- 
ers who are In the mountains arc In great 
dancer; as the Indians mean business.

arc In the. neighborhood of Market Lnke. 


The Bannock and Shohone Indian police 


have joined the cavalry on the way to 
Jackson's Hole, with a view of assisting 
the troops to get the Indians back to the 
reservation. The troops aro now on the 
way to "the Hole by the way of Hoback 
canon. From there they will cross the 
mountain range using a pack train and 
•will surely anJve'at the Hole on Wednes- 
day. Old scouts say the reds mean mis- 
chief, and will probably attack the set- 
tlers, but will fight shy of the regulars.

State. Ho claims that the whites arc en- 
tlrely In the right. They contend that If 
they arc not allowed to kill Kumo out of 
season the same law should be enforced 
against the Indians. 
"There Is," continued tho Senator, "a 


gcod deal of sentiment wasted on any 
question that comes up regarding the In- 
dians. The people of the East seem to 
believe that In all difficulties between the 
white settlers in the West and the In- 
diana, the latter Is the abused party be- 
cause they know In the end the white 
man njuat prevail." 
Senator Dubois went on to say that the 


present trouble had Its beginning some 
ychrs^ago. 'Wlren stringent tuws~wcro 
passed by the States for tho protection of 
game. Tho laws wero enforced against 
the settlers, but were not heeded by. tho 
Indians, who killed game- annually by the 
thousands. 
Re characterized the Ban- 


recks as "blanket" Indians and among 
the laziest and most worthless redskins 
to be found on a government reservation. 
They have, he said, a wholesome dread 
of tho settlers. They know that no mat- 
ter how many depredations they have 
committed they can surrender to the sol- 
diers and save their lives. But a fight 
with the settlers means death. Senator 
Dubols explained that the country where 
the Bannocks live Is full of big game, 
such as elk, moose and deer. These aro 
of Inestimable value to tho country at 
large, as well as to the settlers of that 
region, but the Bannocks are rapidly ex- 
terminating them. 
He asserted that the troubles with the 


Indians would not have occurred had not 
the President selected as' Indian agent a 
man of the name of Tctcr, from West 
Virginia, who waa recommended by Post- 
master General Wilson. 
The Senator 


Mid he did not believe there was any war 
between the Indians and the whites, or 
that there would be. In his opinion, the 
braves would return to their reseivatlon 
when the troops w rived, and a little '•'- 
er go off slaughtering game again. 
"It 


cannot," he concluded, "be othtiwlse »« 
long as ineAperlenced men, such as Teter. 
.are appointed as Indian agents. The »T- 
teiiiilnatlon of the whole lary. shiftless 
non-supporting tribe of Bannocks would 
not be any gi«at loss." 
Commissioner Browning, referring to 
he dispatch from Market Lake that the 
Jackson's Hole settlers would be arrested 
and tried for killing several Indians, ac- 
cused of violating the Wyoming game 
aws, said to-day that no steps had been 
taken by him In the matter, and It bad 
not been ordered by the bureau. He add- 
ed that tho Indian office would welcome a
